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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Office Action dated 
November 7, 2008. In view of the amendments and the following discussion, the 
Applicants believe that all claims are in allowable form. 

AMENDMENT TO CLAIM 25 

Claim 25 has been amended to maintain claim language consistency. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

35 U.S.C. §103 Claims 1, 3, 21-23, 26-27 and 29-31 

Claims 1, 3, 21, 27 and 29-31 stand rejected as being unpatentable over JP 07- 
321178 to Akio (hereinafter referred to as "Akio") in view of JP 07-86188 to JP-188' 
(hereinafter referred to as "JP-188"). In response, the Applicants have amended claims 
1 and 21 to incorporate the elements of claims 4 and 24 respectively, which have been 
indicated as allowable by the Examiner, in order to expedite allowance of the 
application. Claims 4 and 24 have been cancelled accordingly. Claims 5-7 and 25 are 
amended in light of the cancelation of the claims 4 and 24. Furthermore, the Applicants 
have rewritten claims 9, 25 and 28 into independent form including all of the elements of 
the base claim and any intervening claims, which have been indicated as allowable by 
the Examiner, in order to expedite allowance of the application. The Applicants reserve 
the right to continue prosecution of the invention of the original unamended claims in 
continuing application(s). Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request the rejection 
withdrawn and claims allowed. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants submit that all claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, the 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application and its early 
allowance.
